The problem of financing the cost 
of education in Bassano is becoming 
more serious. The ‘school popula-

school board is working on a scheme 
by which they hope to solve the 
problem. This scheme involves 
the charging of a fee for high school 
tuition, each pupil to be assessed 
according to the tuition he receives. 
The scheme has advantages and al- 
so disadvantages, It will provide 
for two teachers on the high school 
staff and the addition of grade 12 
subjects to those already being 
taught. With the high school work 
divided between two teachers the 
pupils will receive better supervis- 
ion than is possible in a high school 
where the teacher is burdened with 
the difficult task of supervising a 
crowded gchoolroom. Better sup- 
ervision should result in each pupil 
receiving a more thorough training 
and a higher average standing. The 
chief disadvantage of the scheme is 
its additional cost for educating 
grade 9, 10, and 11 pupils. Payment 
of the extra high school fees under 
the proposed scheme may work a 
hardship on families who are find- 
ing it difficult to finance under pre- 
sent conditions. The scheme has 
many problems which must be gol- 
ved before it can be put into satis- 
factory operation, problems such as 
deciding on a fair schedule of rates 
the disposition of pupils who are en- 
titled to high school tuition under 
the present system but whose par- 
ents are unable to pay the fees im- 
posed under .the proposed scheme. 
Whether the school board’s propos- 
al ig to be adopted or rejected is a 
matter for the parents to decide. 
The problem will be thorougly 
threshed out at a meeting to be held 
in the Town Hall next (Monday even- 
ing at 8:00 o'clock.
